The Frank Board ef Trade at the 
adjourned regular meeting for June 
which was beld Friday evening, took 
energetic action relativeto two mat 
ters of large importance to the dis— 
trict, In consequence the Frank 
district is assured of adequate repre- 
sentation at the dominion fair to be 
held at Calgary June 29th to July 9th 
and there is good prospect that the 
visit of the Spokane Chamber of Com- 
merce will be made a notable, event. 

Owing fo eircumstances unavold- 
able, the committée that had beem 
appointed to take charge of arrange- 
mentsfor the exhibit at Calgary was 
unable to report any progress and as 
the time was drawing so close when 
the exhibit must be ready and as 
there will be no further meetings 
prior to the fair, it was decided to up- 
point another committee and author- 
ize it to proceed without further re- 
ference to the board. President 
Farmer named C. D. McRae, A, V. 
Lang and Mark Drumm as the com- 
mittee. The committee was empow- 
ered to act on its own judgement. in 
arranging for the exhibit and was 
given mandatory instructions te see 
that a creditable display is made. 

With regord to the visit from the 
Spokane Chamber of Commerce, the 
_| secretary read a pews item from the 
Spokevtssu-Review of Spokane, stat 
ing that according to the itinerary de 
cided upon, the exenrsionists™ will 
reach Frank at 5 o'clock in the even- 
ing July 3rd and will remain here 
until Ll o'clock. Forthe same rea- 
eons that actuated the board relative 
to the fuir matter, another committee 
was formed with tne same powers and 
instructions. This committee is coum- 
posed of S. W. Gebo, T. B. Martin, 
Dr. G. H. Malcolmson and R, Steevex 
Mr. Gebo being constited a commit- 
tee of one to interview the. officials of 
the chamber while in Spokane thiy 
week relative to arrangements.

ARBITRATION BOARD MGETS 


The joint arbitration board of the 
Western Coal Operators association 
and District No. 18 U. M. W. A,, 
meets at Feruie today. It is expect- 
ed the meeting will ke more than or- 
dinarily interesting as the Michel 
ease is expected tecome up. This is 
the recent ease in which the men 
struck without ¢omplying with tbe 
terms oftheir agreement owing te 
the refusal of the Crows Nest Pass 
company to employ one, Harry Mar- 
ehant who applied for work, was book 
ed and supplied with tools and sub- 
sequently was not allowed to go to 
work. Themen stiuck to enforce 
his employment but were induced to 
retun to work. They struck’ again 
the next day because President Jas. 
Douglas of the Michel local and 
other leaders were refused their places 
because of having instigated the first 
strike. The second difficulty was 
biidged by the district officials who 
induced the nen to go back to work 
pending a settlement through the ar~ 
bitration board. The main conten- 
tion of the leaders of the Miche! local 
was that Marchant was a union man 
avd that the company was endeavor- 
ing to disrupt the union by refusing 
hiner work. It™has sinee transpired 
that Marchant was nota union map 
ip good standing and did not bave 
the transfer card from Lundbreck 
union as was originally claimed. The 
whele mutter is to be reviewed by the 
board.
